That Germany Cannot 


Be Underestimated 


LONDON. Feb. 12 
For the first 
time since the start of the war, 
wish-thinking on the part of those 
who hope for the early collapse of 
the Hitler regime was today being 
severely discouraged in informed 
circles here. 
Responsible 
British 
statesmen, 
from 
Prime 
Minister 
Neville 
Chamberlain downw ards, are more 
than ever convinced that Great 
Britain cannot afford to under­ 
estimate the German w ar machine. 
And 
at 
the 
moment 
they 
are 
agreed that Adolf Hitler appear- 
to have this machine completely 
under his control. 
Symptomatic of the new British 
trend of thought is the fact that 
leading British public figures have 
commenced in public speeches to 
warn the nation against being too 
ready to believe propaganda, main­ 
ly from neutral countries to the 
north of Germany, that the entire 
Nazi machine is tottering. 
Press Lists Propaganda 
A further symptom is the ap­ 
pearance 
of 
inspired 
newspaper 
articles ridiculing the majority of 
this 
propaganda, 
and 
sharply 
drawing attention, for example, to 
the fact that the "Nazis are or­ 
ganizing themselves to stand a 
war with a thoroughness that is 
little short of frightening.” 
It is now being emphasized in 
the informed circles referred to 
above that reports of dissension in 
Germany, 
about 
strife 
between 
Hitler and his generals, and about 
rifts in the German State should 
be received with the gravest skep­ 
ticism. 
Reliable information in the pos­ 
session of these circles leads to 
the belief that there have been 
differences of opinion among the 
Nazi leaders, but there is no evi­ 
dence to show they are fundamen­ 
tal or that they mean either a 
weakening of the regime or any 
slackening in tile prosecution of 
the war by Germany. 
All the available evidence ap­ 
pears to show' that the spirit of the 
German Arm y in general, and of 
the officer corps in particular, is 
excellent from the German point 
of view. There is nothing tangible 
to indicate that the initiative has 
passed out of Hitler’s hands and 
that the German armed forces will 
not carry out whatever offensive 
operations 
he 
and 
his 
generals 
have decided upon. 
Despite recent setbacks, the in­ 
formation here is that Hitler and 
Rlhbentrop adhere to their original 
opinion that the international sit­ 
uation will develop in Germany’s 
favor.

Vintage IJ ves Again 
Now’, IOO years aher the decline 
of New Salem, the village lives 
again. 
Sixteen of the cabins have been 
rebuilt on the original sites. Many 
of these are furnished as they wrere 
in the 1830’s. Some of the articles 
were actually used by the people 
of New Salem; others dated back 
to the same period. 
Lincoln lived In a number of dif­ 
ferent homes while he w’as in New 
Salem. He was helpful about the 
house and often rocked the baby of 
the family while the mother mend- I 
cd his clothes. For a year he stayed 
at the Rutledge tavern. 
The Lincoln- Berry store looks j 
very much as it did in the days j 
when Lincoln weighed out a pound ■ 
of 
tea, or told his 
entertaining j 
stories 
to 
an 
admiring 
group ; 
around the fireplace. There is the ; 
long counter similar to the one on ! 
w’hich Lincoln sometimes 
slept j 
when the tavern was crowded, and ! 
he gave up his own room to a tired I 
traveler. The lean-to at the back 
of the store served as a storeroom i 
and for a time, as Lincolns’s bed- j 
room. 
Often when business was dull, ! 
Lincoln sat out in front of the store ■ 
I in the shade, with his feet up the
